ram W. Johnson, and pledged its 
support to the presidential and vice- 
presidential nominees of the party. | 


Looking forward to the primary | 
election of August 27th, and to the 
general election in November, the 
committee appointed a board of 
three on finance including Leonard 
Zelwick, L. J. Anderson and L. A. 
Raffetto. 


The proposal for precinct organ- 
ization, as discussed, was explained 
as purely tentative at this time and 
although it was indicated that there 
will be a county-wide program in 
support of all of the party’s candi- 
dates, the matter yet is in the for- 
mative stage and the suggestions of 
all members of the committee or of 
other interested parties will be wel- 
comed.

Baltic Employes 
Six More Men 


Of Old Mt. Hope Mine 
Being Rehabilitated 


Under the direction of Floriant 
Sciaroni, president and manager, 
Baltic Mines Corporation, has put 
a crew of six men to work rehabili- 
tating the “south-line adit,” lowest 
level workings of the old Mount Hope 
mine, four miles north of Grizzly 
Flat on the East Belt of the Mother 
Lode and adjoining the corpora- 
tion’s Columbus Group property. 

Following such retimbering as is 
required, and renewal of track ties, 
unstoped high-grade ore will be 
mined and shipped from the Mount 
Hope vein above the adit level, as 
a preliminary to sinking of one or 
more winzes into established pay- 
shoots. First stoping will be done 
in the shoot of high-grade approx- 
imately 800 feet from the adit 
portal. 

Surface work also in progress in- 
cludes construction of frame camp 
buildings on the site of the old Mt. 
Hope camp, and survey for grad- 
ing of 1000 feet of road from the 
existing Baltic Peak-Grizzly Flat 
road to the site of the portal of the 
projected low-level adit to open up 
the 12-foot main Columbus Group 
vein and the 5-foot parallel vein 50 
feet west of it. With work at the 
Columbus adit portal under way, a 
large compressor will be installed 
there to serve both adits. Tempor- 
arily a Rix portable has been in- 
stalled at the Mount Hope portal.

BRITISH BELIEVED PREPARING 
TO TAKE AIR OFFENSIVE

The blockade is reducing 
Germany’s food supplies despite the 
seizures by Germany of conquered 
harvests, and to this extent Britain 
is counting on keeping the German 
morale below normal. 


However, it will be essential for 
further offensive strokes to be de- 
veloped against the totalitarian 
powers. A military invasion would 
seem to be as improbable for the 
British as for the Germans.

Russia, and Germany may find

Rather, it would seem that the 
British expect to take the offensive 
in the air. British airplane produc- 
tion plus purchases in America are 
said in London to give Great Bri-

fed that soon the number of their 
planes will begin to surpass the 
German, and next year they will 
have a large superiority. 

If that is true, a major British air 
offensive against Germany will be} 
possible next spring. Britain would 
have one advantage in such an oper- 
ation which is denied Germany. The 
area of Great Britain is small, per- 
mitting easy concentration of de- 
fending British planes. Germany, 
however, has far larger territory to 
defend and in addition the Germans 
must keep a considerable number 
of planes in reserve along their 
eastern and southeastern borders as 
a precautionary measure. 


A large scale air assault on Ger- 
many thus would allow the British 
to select their own objectives, con- 
centrating attacks far beyond some 
of the German defensive areas. For 
the present, Germany is increasing 
the intensity of her air offensive 
over the British Isles, but all reports

The Brtish, too, are allowing for- 
eign newspaper correspondents to 
watch these air battles which they 
would not do if the damage were 
excessive and seriously harmful.

Usually the disease assumes epi- 
demic form and runs through all 
horses and mules in a community. 
It is probably spread by biting in- 
sects and mosquitoes. Vaccination is 
very effective and is recommend- 
ed by the State Department of Ag- 
riculture. 

Dr. Anderson states that he has 
sent for a supply of vaccine and 
will endeavor to be of assistance to 
those who wish his services. Horse 
owners in the western end of the 
county are advised to get in touch 
with Dr. Hammond in Green Valley. 
Encephalomyelitis has already brok- 
en out in Sacramento county.
